The suit is against the estate of 
Edwin W. Grove Cr., who made a 
fortune from his Paris Medicine 
Co. of St. Louis. Grove was owner 
of a majority of the stock of the 
umber company, and the suit seeks 
“to hold his estate accountable for 
the loss incurred when the lumber 
company’s property was sold under 
foreclosure in 1930. 

Grove incorporated the lumber 
oempany in 1926, shortly before his 
death. The stock had par value of 
$6,250,000, of which he owned $5,- 
0,000, issued to him in exchange 
for 120,000 acres of timber land. 

.) $1,750,000 in Bonds Issued. 

To raise cash in 1927, after 
Grove's death, the company issued 
and sold $1,750,000 of its bonds 
which were secured by mortgage on 
its property. This act, according 
to the testimony, was consented to 
by the executors of Grove’s estate. 

The company defaulted on the 
bonds in 1929 and the following 
year the trustee obtained a Federal 
Court decree of foreclosure on the 
property of the company. Under 
this decree the mortgaged property 
was sold for $1,152,800 and after ex- 
penses of the litigation and _ sale 
were deducted, the boyiholders as- 
fert. there remained only $809,000 
for payment of the $1,750,000 of 
bonds and accumulated interest.

Pre-Historic Mammoths 


in Arctic Ice 


Two Bodies 5000 Years Old Are Found 
Near Kara Sea in Northern Part 
of Russia. 


Special to the Post-Dispatch. 
LENINGRAD, Nov. 27.—Arctic ice 
yesterday yielded the bodies of two 
mammoths, perfectly preserved on 
their death ground for more than 


5000 years. 

They were discovered on the Ya- 
mal Peninsula, a narrow tongue of 
wasteland that juts into the Kara 
Sea, 1500 miles north of Leningrad. 

Near the two fully fleshed bodies 
were the perfectly preserved bones 
of three other mammoths. 

The preserved bodies still showed 
the rough hair that covered the 
thick hide of these pre-historic ele- 
phants. The curling tusks are nine 
feet long. 

The academy will send an expedi- 
tion to the northland in an attempt 
to bring back the bodies in their 
present state. 

So far as is known here, it is but 
the second time that the complete 
body of a mammoth was found. 


There have been numerous finds of 
skeletons, in Europe, as far south 
as the caves of Southern France. 

Years ago the preserved body of 
one of these prehistoric giants was 
found near the Berezovka River, in 
Siberia. Natives of the steppes un- 
covered its grave. They cut it in 
pieces and the find was lost to 
science, 

Subsequent investigation showed 
that the flesh of the mamoth was 
considered still edible. The stomach 
yielded scraps of pine boughs and 
other food the animal had eaten 
thousands of years before. 

An average of 100 pairs of mam- 
moth tusks are still found annually 
in Siberia. In Southern France these 
tusks have been discovered elabo- 


rately carved by the prehistoric men}. 


who killed the beasts. 

The Yama Peninsula is a land of 
eternal ice. Scientists said that, in 
their graves, the bodies of the mam- 


moths might have lasted forever. 


SIMMONS HARDWARE 
HOLDING FIRM SOLD 


$2,600,000 Paid by Group of 
‘Gold Note’ Holders at 


Foreclousre Auction. 

The Associated Simmons Hard- 
ware Companies, a holding concern 
for the Simmons Hardware Co. of 
Missouri and three allied firms, was 
sold at foreclosure today at the 
Civil Courthouse to a Reorganiza- 
tion Committee representing the 
holders of defaulted gold notes of 


the holding company. The commit- 
tee’s final bid was $2,600,000. 

The Shapleigh Hardware Co. of 
St. Louis was the only other bid- 
der. A. L. Shapleigh, board chair- 
man of that firm, opened with an 
offer of $1,750,000 after the Reor- 
ganization Committee had bid $1,- 
700,000. The bidding jumped by 
$50,000 on successive offers until 
$2,000,000 was reached, and _ then 
fell to $25,000, $10,000 and $5000 ad- 
vances. Shapleigh’s last offer was 
$2,500,000. 

Robert Burnett, attorney for trus-| 
tees who have operated the Sim- | 
mons Company under court order, 
said the final price would enable 
note holders who did not join the 
Reorganization Committee to real- 
ize about 40 cents on the dollar. 

The committee, represented at the 
sale by W. B. Snow of the Boston 
brokerage firm of Kidder, Peabody 
& Co., controls about $4,100,000 of 
the outstanding $4,781,000 in default- 
ed “gold notes” of the associated 
companies. 

Besides the Simmons Hardware 
Co. of Missouri, the active firms 
included in the sale were the En- 
ders Razor Co., the Mound City 
Paint & Color Co., and the Simmons 
Warehouse Co. 

Firms Offered Separately. 

The Special Master, Fred L. Wil- 
liams, at first offered these firms 
separately, in accordance with the 
decree of foreclosure. No bids were 
entered by the Reorganization Com- 
mittee, but the Shapleigh Tardware 
Co. offered $1,10,000 for Simmons 
Hardware Co.; $250,000 for the 
Enders Razor Co., $110,000 for the 
Mount City Paint & Color Co.,, 
and $150,000 for the Simmons Ware- 
house Co. A nominal bid of $10,000 
was made by the Shapleigh com- 
pany for several non-active Sim- 
mons companies, but the real bid- 
ding began when all the companies 
were offered, collectively.

SAMUEL W. FORDYCE 
SUES ON STOCK DEAL 


Seeks to Recover $12,500 
Paid in 1929 for Shares in 


Nebraska Aircraft Firm. 


A high flyer in aircraft stock in 
the booming days of March, 1929, 
was recalled today by Samuel W. 
Fordyce, attorney, who filed suit 
in Circuit Court to recover $12,500 
he invested in the Arrow Aircraft 
and Motors Corporation of Lincoln, 
Neb. 

The suit is directed against Mark 
W. Woods of Lincoln, who was 
served with a copy of the petition 
at Hotel Statler, where he is a dele- 
gate to the annual meeting of the 
Mississippi Valley Association. 

Fordyce’ states that Woods, 
through the Woods-Foulkner Co., 
organized Arrow Aircraft & Mo- 
tors, being president of both com- 
panies. On instructions from Woods 
a salesman, named in the petition 
as B. E. Moses, arrived in St. Louis 
in March, 1929, for the purpose of 
interesting Fordyce in Arrow Air- 
craft stock. 

Says Pershing’s Name Was Used. 

Moses, the suit states, painted a 
giowing picture of the future of 
Arrow Aircraft & Motors. He dis- 
played photographs of planes, a 
posed photograph of Gen. Pershing 
who, the suit states, was to become 
chairman of the board of the com- 
pany. Literature carried by the 
salesman described factory, planes 
and engines and told of the million 
dollars in assets of the Arrow con- 
cern and its subsidiary, the Patriot 
Manufacturing Co. 

The salesman, according to For- 
dyce, stated that a well-known aero- 
nautical engineer was to be em- 
ployed at $12,000 a year to direct 
production, and added that con- 
tracts for 300 engines were being 
filled and that 500 planes would be 
made in 1929. 

As a result ofthe glowing ac- 
count Fordyce purchased 
shares of Arrow common stock at 
$12.50 a share. He charges in his 
suit that all the representations 
were false, including one that the 
common stock would not be per- 
mitted to drop below the price he 
paid for it. 

Company Still in Business. 

Woods, reached at the Statler, de- 
nied sending Moses to Fordyce. The 
Arrow company couldn’t sell _ its 
planes, he said, due to “hard times,” 
but is still in business and is pre- 
paring to put out a sport plane 
powered with an automobile engine. 

“Mr. Fordyce has no case against 
me,’ Woods asserted. “And another 
thing, I hate to come here as a 
guest and have a resident of St. 
Loui ssue me.”

1Youth Arraigned in New 


York for Homicide—Held 
Without Bail for Hearing 
Monday. 


LIKELY TO PLEAD 
“UNWRITTEN LAW” 


Says He Found Pair in 
‘Embarrassing Situation’ 
—Declares the Three Had 
Been Drinking. 


By the Associated Press. 

NEW YORK, Nov. 27.—Dishev- 
eled and apparently on the verge 
of complete collapse, Joseph Lieb 
tSeinmetz, young theological stu- 
dent, was arraigned in Homicide 
Court today on the charge that he 
shot to death his 17-year-old bride 
and the Rev. Joseph J. Leonard, a 
Catholic priest. 

Shortly after he was remanded 
without bail for a hearing next 


Monday, Steinmetz’ attorney, Meyer 
Machlis, intimated he might use 
the “unwritten law” as a defense 
for his client. 

Through his attorney, Steinmetz 
declared he found his bride of less 
than a month “in an embarrassing 
situation” in the priest’s hotel room 
yesterday before he seized a pistol 
and killed her and Father Leon- 
ard. 

Machlis said Mrs. Steinmetz, for- 
mer dancer in Hollywood, had 
known the priest for several days. 

“I don’t want to go into that 
now,” he added. 

He said Mrs. Steinmetz had urged 
her husband to purchase the pistol 
used in the killings. 

Mrs. Steinmetz “took a liking to 
it” and Steinmetz bought it for her 
in Douglas, Ariz., Machlis said. 

Through his lawyer, Steinmetz, 

wha, turned toward the Presby- 
terian ministry, denied reports that 
he and his bride had not been hap- 
py during their brief married life. 
On the contrary, they were “very 
happy,” he said. 
Account of Shooting. 

Steinmetz gave this account of 
the shooting and events preceding 
it, with Machlis relaying it: 

He and his wife met Father 
Leonard, who was chaplain of a 
home for the aged in Lawrence- 
Ville, N. J., Sunday night in the 
Knights of Columbus Hotel. Yes- 
terday morning the three had three 
rounds of highballs. The priest. paid 
for them. 

Steinmetz, never a “heavy drink- 
er,” he explained, “got very drunk.” 

Machlis said Steinmetz “remem- 
bered the priest inviting his wife 
to his (the priest’s) room,” and he 
followed them 10 or 15 minutes 
later. 

Steinmetz found his wife and 
Father Leonard “in an embarrass- 
ing situation,” said the attorney. 

Then, according to Machlis’ ac- 
count, “everything went black in 
front of Steinmetz, he snatched the 
pistol from the priest’s coat pocket 
where it had been placed for safe- 
keeping and blazed away.” 

Mrs. Steinmetz had been shot four 
time, Father Leonard once, 

Marriage in Mexico. 
Steinmetz saidt he girl’s father was 
present when”eh married her last 
Nov. 10 in Tia Juana, Mexico. To 
the official who performed the cere- 
money the bride gave her stage 
naem of Ruth T. Tiles. 

Machlis said Steinmetz expressed 
sorrow for the killing and asserted 
his love for his wife. 

Detective Robert Rehman quoted 
Steinmetz as having said that if he 
had a chance he would join. his 
“dear wife and the priest” in a few 
days. At the detective’s esugges- 
tion, Cornelius Hazel, prison keep- 
er, removed the _ prisoner’s belt, 
necktie and the felt of his over- 
coat. 

Steinmetz brightened somewhat 
after recurrent fits of weeping, and 
asked for morning newspapers. 
Two or three were supplied and he 
read them, weeping as he did so. 

Assistant District Attorney Saul 
Price, who questioned Steinmetz 
yesterday, had a conference today 
with District Attorney William C. 
Dodge and announced shortly after- 
ward that he would present the 
case to the grand jury today. Dodge 
thought it unwise todisclose data 
his office has assembled. 

Machlis said Steinmetz had asked 
to see a Rabbi. 

Finding of Bodies. 

Steinmetz collapsed at _ police 
headquarters today and could not 
be placed in the police lineup. 

Instead of placing him under the 
lights to be questioned before a 
group of detectives, police hurried 
Steinmetz through the formalities 
of photographing and fingerprint- 
ng. Then they took him to Homi- 
cide Court. 

Detective Robert Rehman, who 
igned the shot affidavit charging

TWO PERSONS KILLED 
AT POLICE STATION 


Prefect Is Wounded—Presi- 
dent Oscar Benavides De- 
crees the Closing of All 
Political Centers.

LIMA, Peru, Nov. 27.—The In- 
terior Department announced yes- 
terday that the Government had 
quelled revolutionary outbreaks at 
their inception in Lima, Huancayo 
and Ayacucho Sunday night. More 
than 200 rebels were jailed. 


Two persons were killed at Huan- 
cayo when a group attempted to 
seize the police station, and three 
including the Prefect of Police, 
were wounded. 

How Arrests Were Made. 

A little after dusk Sunday, the 
Interior Department said, members 
of the police post near the Chosica- 
Lima highway noticed a suspicious 
gathering constantly augmented by 
new arrivals. All were carrying 
bags and cases. 

The commanding Sergeant noti- 
fied his superiors who immediately 
sent troops to the scene. The plot- 
ters’ surrender was easily accom- 
plished, the announcement said, but 
a few escaped. It was reported the 
plotters planned to storm the 
army’s armory near the place of 
the gathering and then attack 
Lima. 

Cavalry troops lodged at the 
Barbones Barracks also aided in 
subduing the revolutionaries. Ma- 
chine guns were fired but there 
were no casualties. 
| According to articles published in 
El Commercio, other groups were 
to have gathered at the University 
Square and at a small square in 
front of a Lima theater. 

In the bags carried by those ar- 
rested police found a large quan- 
tity of ammunition. Other bags 
were empty and apparently would 
have been filled after the intended 
seizure of the armory. 

Details of the action at Ayacucho 
are not available. 

Plot Against “Dictatorship.” 

Documents seized here said the 
revolt was to overthrow “the dicta- 
torship at present in Peru.” The 
Government is headed by President 
Oscar Benavides, who participated 
in a successful revolution in 1914. 
In 1933 Benavides became the 
Chief Executive after the assassi- 
nation of President Sanchez Cerro. 

After a Cabinet session last night 
it was announced measures “of pub- 
lic order” had been adopted, but 
the country was said to be quiet. 

An Undersecretary in the Inte- 
rior Ministry said the revolutiona- 
ries had cut telegraph lines in the 
Andean region, but that the wires 
have been repaired. 

The President decreed the clos- 
ing of all political centers and 
propaganda headquarters. 

An official bulletin disclosed the 
plot was the result of several weeks’ 
activity which the Government 
watched closely. It said the Gov- 
ernment had not acted previously 
because it had confidence in the 
loyalty of the armed forces.

FIVE-POWER PACT 
T0 BE DENOUNCED 
BEFORE DEC. 3! 


Regardless of Response 
From Other Nations, It Is 
Officially Stated, Tokio 
Will Go Ahead With 
Abrogation. 


EARLIER PROPOSAL 
TO U. S. AND BRITAIN 


Both Received Suggestion 
Coldly — Latest Action 
Looked on as Move to 
Strengthen Position Be- 
fore World.

TOKIO, Nov. 27.—Japan has pro 
posed to France and Italy that they 
join it in abrogating the Washing- 
ton naval treaty, it was learned to- 
day from an authoritative source. 

Tokio has decided to denounce 
the treaty before Dec. 31. 

Koki Hirota, Foreign Minister, 
invited Giacinto Auriti, the Italian 
Ambassador, and Albert de Lens, 
the French Charge d’Affaires, to 
visit him today. 

The Rengo (Japanese) News 
Agency said Hirota explained Ja- 
pan’s decision to terminate the 
naval pact and suggested that 
France and Italy do likewise. 

The envoys replied that they 
would communicate the proposal to 
their governments, 

A similar proposal, it was said, 
also was made to Great Britain and 
the United States at the current tri- 
Power negotiations in London, but 
was received coldly by those two 
countries. 

Since the Japanese delegation in 
London communicated its denuncia- 
tion intention to representatives of 
London and Washington, it was ex- 
plained, it was unnecessary for Ja~ 
pan to notify the English and Amer- 
ican Ambassadors here of its deci- 
$10n. 

It was officially stated that re- 
sponses from other Powers could 
not shake Japan’s determination to 
deposit in Washington at the earli- 
est permissible date notification of 
abrogation. 


Washington Interpretation of Ja- 
pan’s Latest Action. 

WASHINGTON, Nov. 27:—Tokio’s 
overtures to France and Italy to 
join with Japan in denouncing the 
Washington naval limitation treaty 
is considered in official circles here 
as an effort to strengthen Japan's 
position before the world in termi- 
nating the five-Power treaty. 

Under provisions of the treaty any 
one of the five contracting Powers 
can bring it to an end within two 
years by serving formal written no- 
tification of abrogation on next 
Dec. 31. 

Japan's declared intention to ab- 
rogate the treaty is largely based 
on the fact that the existing 5-5-3 
ratios, provided in the treaty, reflect 
on the island empire's status as &@ 
nation of the first rank. 

Under the treaty France and Italy 
have a smaller ratio than Japan 
and if those nations join with the 
Japanese in denouncing the pact it 
would give weight to Japan's argu- 
ment against inferior naval arma- 
ments. 


Britain Will Not Propose Mutual 
Assistance Pact to U. 5S. 

LONDON, Nov. 27.--Prime Mine 
ister J. Ramsay MacDonald ane 
nounced in the House of Commons 
today that Great Britain would not 
propose to the United States nego- 
tiations for a pact of mutual assist- 
ance in the Pacific along the lines 
of the Locarno Treaty. 

The Prime Minister’ restated 
Great Britain’s desire to maintain 
friendly co-operation with both the 
United States and Japan. 

His statement was in reply to a 
question by Geoffrey Mander of the 
Liberal party as to whether the 
Government would consider the ad- 
visability of a proposal to the 
United States that negotiations be 
opened for such a pact. 

MacDonald said that Sir John St- 
mon, the Foreign Secretary, had ex- 
plained to the House last week the 
British position and that he did not 
“consider it was useful to raise by 
question and answer such matters” 
as those to which Mander referred,

The increase in taxes would be 
from % to 1 cent a gallon on gaso- 
line and from $1 to $1.25 per $1000 
on sales, and from $1.28 to $1.67 per 
$100 on stock, 

Those voting in committee to re- 
port favorably on the bills were 
Aldermen Collins, Hennerich, Israel 
and Petersen, Democrats. Collins, 
vice-president of the board and ma- 
jority leader, insisetd on the favor- 
able vote. Brown asserted he had 
not been committed to support of 
the bills and that he had been 
“rushed into too many things.”

GEN. SMEDLEY: BUTLER 
UNINLAND WATERWAYS 


Retired Marine Urges Develop- 
ment as Important Part of 
National Defense. 


Development of inland waterways 
as an essential part of the national 
defense, a stimulus to export trade, 
an impetus to business property 
and a means of improving social 
conditions, was urged by Major- 
General Smedley D. Butler, United 
States Marine Corps, retired, in ad- 
dressing a joint luncheon of the 
Mississippi Valley Association and 
the Chamber of Commerce today at 
Hotel Statler. 


“War depends on steel more than 
any other one thing,” the former 
Marine Corps chief said. “Ninety 
per cent of this country’s steel in- 
dustry is within a radius of 100 
miles of Pittsburgh. A fleet of ene- 
my bombers could make one raid 
and the war would be over in a 
half hour. 

“The steel industry should be de- 
centralized. The Mississippi Val- 
ley has everything the steel indus- 
try needs. Plants should be strung 
along the Mississippi and its tribu- 
taries, the natural barriers of the 
Appalachians and the Rockies and 
the distance from seaboards offer- 
ing obstacles to attack. 

Says Steel Plants Would Shift. 

“Spend a billion dollars improv- 
ing the Mississippi and its tribu- 
taries. You need have no worry 
but the steel industry will come if 
offered a little persuasion. Again, 
as a defense measures, assume an 
extreme situation in which enemies 
controlled the seas. The straits 
into the Gulf of Mexico could eas- 
ily be mined and a fleet serviced 
there defended from attack. The 
Mississippi from the Gulf would 
provide transportation to the heart 
of the nation. 

“I have long held,” Gen. Butler 
continued, “that Mexico, Central 
and South America. so accessible 
from the mouth of the Mississippi, 
offer markets to be prized as high- 
ly as the European market. But 
New York and New England bank- 
ers won't encourage its develop- 
ment because they lend their money 
in Europe and the trade goes that 
way.

15 INSURANCE FRAUD 
INDICTMENTS IN Child 


Two Doctors and Two Law- 
yers Charged With Fake 
Accident Racket. 


By the Associated Press. 

CLEVELAND, Nov. 27.—Striking 
at what authorities term “Ohio's 
greatest insurance racket ring,” 
the Federal grand jury here yes- 
terday indicted 15 persons on 
charges of using the mails to de- 
fraud in connection with fraudu- 
lent claims. 

The indictments named the al- 
leged ring-leaders of an organiza- 
tion which officers said have de- 
frauded insurance companies of 
$500,000. The companies said most 
of the cases investigated involved 
fake auto accidents in Northern 
Ohio. 

All of the indicted were said to 
be residents of Youngstown, which 
investigators for the insurance 
companies said has been the center 
of the racket. 

Two doctors, W. J. Weichenand 
and Joseph Colla, and two lawyers, 
Harry Stein and Vincent Buonpane, 
were among those indicted. The 
others were Joseph Wold and his 
wife, Mary, jointly described as the 
“brains” of the gang; Robert Nel- 
son, an insurance adjuster; Mary 
Brown, John Hamady, Vincent T. 
Chianese and his son Dominic; 
Mike Diciocco and his wife, Made- 
line; George Mores and William F. 
Grady. 

None of the accused was under 
arrest when the true bills were re- 
turned, but Federal officers 
planned to begin taking them in 
custody as quickly as possible. 

Four alleged cases of alleged 
fraud are involved in the indict- 
ments, which resulted from an 18 
months’ investigation by secret 
agents of the claim department of 
the National Bureau of Casualty 
and Surety Underwriters.

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HEAVIEST SMOKE PALL 
OF SEASON LAST NIGHT 


Choking Fumes Cover City for 
Six Hours — Lifted by 
Wind at 1 a. m. 


The heaviest smoke blanket of 
the present season lay over St. Louis 
last night, beginning soon after 
dusk, and continuing until after 
midnight. The entire city, and res- 
idence districts as far west as Clay- 
ton, felt the effect of the choking 
smoke which for lack of wind, 
there was nothing to remove, 

Between 6 and 7 p. m., when the 
pall settled down, the wind velocity 
was only one mile an hour. Dur- 
ing the early part of the night, 
this increased to three, four and 
then five miles, but the cloudy at- 
mosphere helped to make the lift- 
ing process slow. At 1 a. m., with 
a 12-mile velocity, the worst of 
the oppressive load on human lungs 
had disappeared. 

Today, a cloudy sky and humid 
atmosphere were combined with the 
remnants of the smoke cloud to 
make visibility poor in most parts 
of the city. 

New Smoke Ordinance. 

Mayor Dickmann said today that 
the public’s experience last night 
might help to increase interest in 
the new smoke ordinance, which he 
is asking the Board of Aldermen 
to pass, and on which a hearing is 
to be held by the Public Safety 
Committee next Monday. 

The bill proposes to establish the 
office of Smoke Commissioner, at 
$6000-a-year salary, with a deputy 
at $4000 and 20 inspectors, and a 
stenographer and a clerk, to handle 
the smoke inspection and preven- 
tion work now done by a force of 
12, who also have duties in boiler 
and elevator inspection. The offi- 
cials would have power to pass on 
new furnace and boiler equipment, 
and to require alterations or at- 
tachments to old equipment to 
lessen industrial smoke. 

Like the ‘present ordinance, it 
would not impose penalties on 
householders for smoke from dwell- 
ings. The Mayor said the only plan 
suggested to this end was that the 
city should undertake the sale of 
coke for home use, to supplant the 
cheaper grades of soft coal. The 
difference in coke and coal prices is 
so great, however, and the difficul- 
ties of interfering with the existing 


fuel market are such, that it has|° 


not been possible to formulate a 
definite plan. 
75 Per Cent From Dwellings. 

The present Smoke Commissioner, 
James C. Bryan, said 75 per cent 
of the smoke could be traced _ to 
dwellings. “It is the price we have 
to pay for living in a bituminous 
coal district,” he said. “We can 
curtail smoke, and are doing so by 
regulations on industrial plants; 
but we can never eliminate it, un- 
less we destroy the market for IIli- 
nois coal, the producers of which 
are our neighbors and customers.” 

Bryan pointed from a fourth-floor 
City Hall window at the chimneys 
of industrial plants, none of which 
showed any black smoke, then at

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GUNSIDERING NEW 
$2,000,000 SOND 
SUE FOR RELIEF 


Officials Not Ready for 
Announcement but Act- 
tion Has Been Suggest- 
ed by Bankers. 


Plans for a new municipal bond 
issue of about $2,000,000 for unem- 


ployment relief are being dis- 
cussed at City Hall, bic have not 
yet reached the stage where Offi- 
cials are ready to make a definite 
announcement. 

It is known, however, that Mayor 
Dickmann and Comptroller Nolte 
are agreed that the new bond is- 
gue, recommended by a commit- 
tee of bankers which _ recently 
studied the city’s financial condi- 
tion, should be submitted to voters 
at the next municipal’ election, 
April 2. 

The plan contemplates that in- 
terest and sinking fund charges on 
the new bonds should be met out 
of revenue from Municipal Bridge 
tolls, as is now the case with the 
$4,600,000 relief bond issue author- 
ized in November, 1932. 

A balance of only $469,275 _ re- 
mains in the 1932 relief bond iss’ 2 
fund following the action of the 
Board of Aldermen Friday in ap- 
propriating $454,374 for relief ex- 
penditures of September, October, 
and November. 

The city’s contribution toward the 
cost of relief has been an appropri- 
ation, out of bond issue funds, of 
about $151,000 each month, while 
the total cost of relief recently has 
averages about $1,000,000 a month. 
The remaining bond issue relief 
funds, at the existing rate of expen- 
diture, will last until about March 1. 

Municipal Bridge tolls have pro- 
duced about $900,000 a year in rev- 
enue, out of which about $600,000 is 
required to service the $4,600,000 re- 
lief bond issue. The other $300,000 
would be sufficient to pay interest 
and sinking fund charges on a new 
bond issue of $2,000,000. 

The cost of relief, aside from that 
portion met by the city, is borne 
chiefly by the State Relief Adminis- 
tration, which receives much of its 
money from the Federal Emergency 
Relief Administration. 

With the coming of colder weath- 
er an increase in the number of 
relief rolls is expected. The total 
for St. Louis, in October, was 127,- 
011, and for the county, 35,840.

As showing the results attained 
by the handling of industrial smoke, 
Bryan pointed to reduction in the 
last six years of the annual sootfall 
per square mile in St. Louis from 
800 to 400 tons. This indicates that, 
on the average and over long pe- 
riods there is only one-half as 
much smoke; but there are still 
acute periods, like last night, when 
atmospheric conditions and lack of 
wind make the nuisance tempora- 
rily as great as ever. 

Health Supervisor’s Opinion. 

Health Commissioner’ Bredeck, 
asked today about the effect of 
smoke in such density as that of 
last night, on the public health, 
said he believed the effect was irri- 
tating and annoying, rather than 
vitally dangerous. 
“T have been asked to write arti- 
cles about the deadly effects of 
smoke on the system,” he = said, 
“but I have not found scientific jus- 
tification for such statements. Tests, 
in fact, have shown that carbon may 
be beneficial in some cases of lung 
disease. However, the smoke is an 
annoyance to everyone, and I wish 
it might be abated.”

Crowd Dispersed With Tear 
Gas After Disabling 25 


Cars Downtown During 


Rush Hour.

LOS ANGELES, Cal., Nov. 27.— 
While guards patrolled Los Angeles 
Railway Co. trains and bus lines to 
prevent further disorders, represen- 
tatives of the company and strik- 
ing operators were called into con- 
ference with Mayor Frank L. Shaw 
today in an effort to settle the four- 
day-old strike. 

Only one obstacle to a settlement 


remained—re-employment of all 
strikers without prejudice—Mayor 
Shaw announced. 

The strike was called to obtain 
a 48-hour week and a 10 to 15 per 
cent }wage increase with a _ scale 
ranging from 63 to 73 cents an hour. 

Disorder broke out last night at 
Seventh and Broadway—Los An- 
geles’ busiest intersection—when a 
crowd gathered, seemingly by pre- 
arrangement, at the rush hour as 
thousands were homeward bound. 
Trollevs were pulled from the wires 
and air brakes decommissioned. 
About 25 street cars were stalled 
by the crowd before all police re- 
serves in the city cleared the streets 
with tear gas charges. Twelve men 
were arrested. Policeman L. A. 
Peterson, whose injuries were not 
serious, was the only known cas- 
ualty. 

Four representatives of the car 
company, two spokesmen for the 
union, and Adolph W. Hoch, for- 
mer president of the California Fed- 
eration of Labor, the Mayor's in- 
termediary, met with Mayor Shaw 
yesterday. 

Company officials said 490 motor- 
men, conductors and bus operators 
had gone on strike, but the union 
contended the number was closer to 
2000 out of the entire roster of 
about 2500 employes. The company 
said it was operating 496 cars, full 
normal service.

United Campaign in Which $1,669,000 Already 
Has Been Subscribed to End 
Tomorrow. 


The United Relief Campaign, still 
far short of its $2,700,000 goal, will 
end tomorrow, two weeks after it 
began.

$1,033,766 in Larger Gifts. 

The total of $1,669,000 announced 
after yesterday’s meeting included 
$1,033,766 received through the 
larger gifts division; $433,317 from 
the employe division, and $201,917 
from the general division. 

The largest individual report yes- 
terday was of $35,280 given by em- 
ployes, officers and the corporation 
of Stix, Baer & Wuller Dry Goods 
Co., with solicitation there not 
complete. 

Frank O. Watts, who served as 
chairman of the first United Re- 
lief Campaign, and Arnold G. Stifel, 
chairman of the last one, were 


speakers at yesterday’s meeting at 
Hotel Jefferson. 

Watts declared that if the cam- 
paign fails to reach the goal set it 
will not be the fault of the cam- 
paign organization which, he said, 
has been “militant, effective and 
loyal.” 

Watts Assails Critics. 


“If this campaign fails it will be 
because the citizens of St. Louis 
have not done their full duty to the 
dependents of St. Louis,” Watts 
said. “I wish it were possible for 
those who have this work so much 
at heart to issue an edict that every 
citizen who criticises the organiza- 
tion would be forced to serve in it 
the following year. I don’t think 
it would be long before we would 
rid ourselves of all these criticisms. 

“There are many criticisms for 
every year’s campaign.

907,983 ON RELIEF 
IN STATE IN OCTOBER 


Increase of More Than 100,- 
000 Since July; 5884 
Families Dropped.

JEFFERSON CITY, Nov. 27.— 


Relief rolls in Missouri are grad- 
lally increasing with the coming 


State Relief Administration head- 
quarters here show. ~ 

Since July, when 451,358 persons 
were on the rolls, the total rose to 
587,983 for October. Figures for 


November are not available. 

Since October, 5884 families, or 
approximately 25,000 individuals 
have been dropped from relief rolls 
in 58 counties, Wallace Crossley, 
State Relief Administrator, said. 
These persons were removed from 
the relief rolls as rapidly as facts 
justifying their removal were dis- 
closed, Crossley said. 


Crossley said that only a “small 
portion of the 5884 families” were 
unworthy. 

St. Louis City has 127,011 persons 
on the relief rolls, or more than 
twice as many as Kansas City, 
which has 52,538. St. Louis County 
has 35,840, Jackson County, outside 
of Kansas City, 13,336; Buchanan 
County, 12,767; Jasper County, 22,- 
185; Greene County, 11,705; and 
St. Francois County in the lead 
district, 24,044.

CUAL FIRM HEAD, DIES 


Funeral Services to Be Held in 
St. Louis Cathedral 
Tomorrow. 


Joseph D. Lumaghi, president of 
the Lumaghi Coal Co., died today 
at his home, 4633 Pershing avenue. 
Mr. Lumaghi, who was 73 years 
old, had been ill for some time and 
had not been active in business for 
about eight months. 

The funeral services will be held 
tomorrow morning at the St. Louis 
Cathedral at 10 o’clock. Burial will 
take place in Calvary Cemetery. 

Long active in Catholic chari- 
ties, Mr. Lumaghi was invested by 
the King of Italy in 1922 with the 
title Knight of the Crown of Italy.

Products Co. 

The coal company, which has of- 
fices in the Merchants-Laclede 
Building, 408 Olive street, has two 
mines at Collinsville, only one of 
which has operated in recent years. 

Surviving are his son, Octavius 
Lumaghi, a daughter, Mrs. Henry 
Cushman, and four sisters. 


FOR LAWYER ROOKS, 


Counsel in Disbarment Actton 
Admits Defendant Was ‘Care- 
less’ About Money. 


Evidence in the disbarment casé 
against Roy N. Rooks, an attorney, 
charged by the St. Louis Bar As- 
sociation with wrongfully with- 
holding about $900 due four clients, 
is being considered by Circuit Judge 
Ryan after final arguments yester- 
day by attorneys for both sides. 

Rudolph K. Schurr, representing 
Rooks, made a plea for leniency for 
his client, arguing that the evidence 
established nothing more than care- 
lessness on Rooks’ part, warrant- 
ing a reprimand but not disbar- 
ment or suspension from practice. 

“My client is 57 years old and has 
spent considerable time in the 
study of law,” Schurr said. “While 
he may have been negligent in 
some instances, he intended no 
wrong and did not profit personal- 
ly by his acts, so I am going to ask 
the Court to indulge him and spare 
him. The Bar Association has not 
established grounds for disbar- 
ment.” 

Schurr conceded that his client 
owed to Miss Alma Biggs her share 
of a $125 settlement of a personal 
injury claim against the Public 
Service Co., stating Rooks ac- 
knowledged the debt and would pay 
when able. He insisted Rooks had 
sent a check to Miss Biggs and 
said his client had not learned it 
was not cashed until after the dis- 
barment suit was filed, when he 
was losing clients and could not 
pay. Miss Biggs had testified she 
did not receive the check or any 
payment from Rooks. 

Referring to the complaint of 
Joseph Grosberg that Rooks had 
failed to turn over $616 due him 
in collections, Schurr argued that 
the relation of attorney and client 
did not exist and that Rooks had 
been careless of his own intercsts 
in not reducing their agreement 
to writing. 

As to the complaint of William 
Leipp that the defe dant had 
turned over only $6 out of a $3875 
settlement of a fire insurance 
claim, Schurr said 1] s client had 
disbursed the money properly for 
expenses and to Leipp’s wife for 
her share and had kept nothing 
but his own fee of $37.50. 

He said the testimony of Joseph 
Richards, another complainant, was 
contradictory to his staetment be- 
fore the Bar Association’s Griev- 
ance Committee and established no 
debt by Rook: 

Schurr had responded to Judge 
Ryan’s call for volunteers willing 
to defend Rooks after Rooks had 
said he had no mo ey to hire 
counsel. 

George F. Wise, representing the 
Bar Association, after discussing 
the evidence in detail, argued it 
clearly established professional mis- 
conduct warranting disbarment 
“to maintain the high standards of 
the legal profession.” 

He asserted the trial, conducted 
three weeks ago, had established a 
fifth wrongful act by Rooks as it 
was brought out that the lawyer, 
in his representation of Leipp in a 
divorce suit, had not disclosed at 
the divorce trial that he had con- 
ferred with Mrs. Leipp in his of- 
fice after she was served by publi- 
cation. 

This evidence moved Judge Ryan 
to remark, “That ought to be 
enough to disbar you as practicing 
deception on the court.”

‘‘Common Sense’ Civil 
Service Examination.

WASHINGTON, Nov. 27.—Chief 
Justice Alfred A. Wheat of the Dis- 
trict of Columbia Supreme Court 
refused to issue a temporary in- 
junction yesterday to restrain Sec- 
retary of the Treasury Morgenthau 
from dismissing 900 civil service 
workers who either flunked or re- 
fused to take a “horse sense” test 
required under a recent act of 
Congress. 
The employes had to compete on 
the same basis as new applicants in 
the examination taken by 8796 per- 
sons, of whom 2644, or a little more 
than 30 per cent, passed. 
Failing to obtain the injunction, 
the employes had two courses open 
to them. They could carry their 
case to the United States Supreme 
Court in an effort to find some 
loophole in the McKellar amend- 
ment to the Treasury appropriation 
bill, which forced the examinations, 
or they could go to Congress, ask- 
ing for another law to reinstate 
them in their alcohol tax unit jobs, 
from which they are to be dismissed 
Dec. 1. 
An effort is being made to have 
them declared on “furlough” until 
Congress has time to act, but Treas- 
ury officials said it was doubtful if 
any legal rights would be saved to 
them by that. 
Senator McKellar (Dem.), Ten- 
nessee, was author of the law re- 
quiring the examinations. Said to 
have been designed to rule out Re- 
publicans and make more jobs for 
Democrats, it turned out many 
Democrats as well.

The conference announced that 
because 95 per cent of churchgoers 
in Mexico are of the Catholic faith, 
the national conference leaders in- 
vited Protestants and Jews to take 
the initiative in this petition. 

More than nine-tenths of the sig- 
natories, the conference stated, were 
Protestant ministers and Jewish 
rabbis, the others Catholics. 

The signatories represent 26 
Protestant and three Jewish denom- 
inations in 41 states and Canada. 

The decision to circulate the 
statement was made at a meeting 
Oct. 25 in New York, presided over 
by Baker.

TRAFFIC ON KINGSHIGHWAY 
STRETCH TO BE DIVERTED 
Will Use Single Roadway for Two 

Blocks During Construction 

of Underpass. 

Traffic in Kingshighway for two 
blocks, between Clayton and Chou- 
teau avenues, will be dqiverted into 
a single roadway for about six 
months, starting in about a week, 
in connection with constructiion of 
an underpass to carry the new 
express highgway beneath Kings- 
highway.

Declares Japanese Are Justified in 
Believing We Are “Preparing 
to Go Over There.”

SWARTHMORE, Pa., Nov. 27.— 
United States Senator Gerald P. 
Nye, chairman of the Munitions In- 
vestigating Committee, thinks the 
world is “nearer to war today than 
we were 30 days before the World 
War.” 
“T-do not mean to say that we 
are only 30 days from war, but 
there are more signs of war now, 
he said yesterday in addressing a 
student forum at Swarthmore Col- 
lege. 
Declaring the Japanese justified 
“in believing we are preparing to 
go over there” and right in wanting 
an adequate defense for their na- 
tion, Nye said: “We ought to be 
mighty happy to accept Japan’s 
offer that she cut her navy in 
half in return for naval parity.” 
President Roosevelt, he said, “is 
very much in love with his navy” 
and “quite ready to keep up the 
fear of Japan among our people so 
that he can get a bigger navy.” 
Nve advocated that all incomes 
in excess of $10,000 be taxed 98 or 
99 per cent in war times and that 
existing tax on lower incomes be 
doubled. He declared the profit 
motive must be removed from the 
munitions industry before peace ef- 
forts can succeed.

Find Is Important. 


The new camp site is considered 
important evidence that these peo- 
ple actually existed and really made 
the “Folsom points” from flint. 
Previously only the dart points 
themselves had been found, mak- 
ing it uncertain whether they were 
used in hunting the extinct ani- 
mals, or were of comparatively re- 
cent manufacture and buried near 
the bones only by accident. 

“The significance of the find to 
American archeology can hardly be 
over estimated,” says the Smithso- 
nian, “since the makers of the 
chipped flint implements known as 
» are the mys- 
tery people of the new world’s pre- 
history.” 

The camp site of .the “Folsom 
people” is declared much older than 
any other remains of ancient peo- 


| ple ever found in North America. 


It is about half a mile across and 
covered with about 20 feet of soil 
deposits. Dr. Frank H. H. Roberts 
Jr. has been excavating it. 

Once Rich Pasture Land. 

When the camp site was occu- 
pied in ancient times it probably 
was a rich pasture land watered 
by the melting of an ice sheet, the 
scientists said. Great herds of ani- 
mals such as the mammoth, bison 
and musk ox probably came to 
graze there. 

Dr. Roberts reported the discov- 
ery of 30 tropical Folsom points at 
the camp site and many scrapers, 
|} stone knife blades, drills, hammer- 
' stones and engraving tools of stone 
used to carve designs on bones. 
There were many animal bones, all 
broken open and the marrow 
scraped out, though what animals 
they belonged to has not yet been 
determined. 

“Folsom points” have been found 
all over the United States, as far 
east as Virginia and Pennsylvania, 
but this is the first of their camp 
sites to come tv light. Scientists 
believe they probably were ances- 
tors of the Indian, and lived en- 
tirely by hunting.

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WORLD WHEAT QUOTA 
RESERVE 15 DEBATED 


Some __ Delegates Dubious 
About Power of Advisory 
Body, Fearing “Dictatorship” 


jated Press. 

BY SUDA PEST, Nov. 27.—Discussion 
of a new plan for so-called “quota 
reserve” brought statements from a 
number of world wheat conference 
delegates today that they were du- 
bious about the amount of power 
which should’ be invested in the 
Permanent Advisory Commission 
headquarters in London under the 
plan. The possibility of an “inter- 
national wheat dictatorship” be- 
came an issue in considering the 
plan. Paul Devinat, chief of the 
staff of the French Department of 
Commerce, asked that the matter 
be clarified. 

Exporting nations could be re- 
quired, under such a program, to 
surrender control of about 15 per 
cent of their quotas to the commis- 
sion. 

Real Stumbling Block. 

Some delegates said this plan had 
become a real stumbling block to an 
agreement on export quotas because 
each country would be denied, at 
least temporarily, the whole title to 
its allotment. On tne basis of pres- 
ent estimates control of about 90,- 
000,000 bushels of wheat would be 
at stake during’ each of the next 
two years. One source said one of 
the secret clauses of the proposed 
agreement would empower the Per- 
manent Commission to take over a 
country’s wheat reserves if they 
were not surrendered voluntarily. 

Other delegates scoffed at the 
suggestion of a “dictatorship,” say- 
iig it would be merely a matter of 
statistics, and pointing out that 
each nation has a veto power on 
decisions of the Permanent Com- 
mission, They said adjustments 
could be worked out on a feasible 
automatic basis. 

Europe in Agreement, 

The Commission announced last 
night that European wheat coun- 
tries were “in general agreement” 
on new plans for regulating wheat 
trade. 

Meanwhile, the dealock caused by 
Argentina’s refusal to accept the 
1933 wheat pact as a basis for re- 
ducing acreage in the “big four” 
countries—the United States, Can- 
ada, Argentina and Australia—con- 
tinued. 

The communique indicated that 
Canada and Australia also are not 
in total agreement. This leaves 
the United States only giving full

Upon. his release from this term, 
a release hastened by his advanced 
age, he returned to Garber, reas- 
sumed manageemnt for Mrs. Clod- 
felter, passed a number of worth- 
less drafts and decamped.

It is assumed that he 
is dead, 

Close upon Jackson's heels on 
his last return to Garber, came 
Steinfeld, who had served four 
terms on Federal and State charges 
connected with mail rifling and 
forging of checks obtained in these 
operations, to take the place of 
Lecompte, who in the meantime 
had been sentenced to lLeaven- 
worth for issuing to himself, in 
his capacity as Assistant Postmas- 
ter, a score of money orders, total- 
ing in excess of $1100, and cashing 
them at surrounding offices. 


Arrested at Reed’s Spring. 
Upon discovery he fled from Gar- 
ber and hid in the hills for several 
days, being at last arrested at 
Reed’s Spring, but not until the 
postoffice building at Garber, a 
pretty little structure, modernly 
equipped which J. K. Ross, Post- 
master before Mrs. Clodfelter’s ad- 
vent and the “Old Matt” of Miarold 
Bell Wright’s novel which had 
given this section the title of “Shep- 
herd of the Hills Country,” had 
been destroyed by a fire of mys 
terious and atill undetermined 
origin. 

It was Lecompte’s ability as a 
press agent which enabled Mrs. 
Clodfelter to gain for Garber the 
publicity it obtained, the most ex- 
quisite piece of Lecompte’s work 
being the persuasion of the editor 
of a nationally circulated woman’s 
magazine to play up Mrs. Clodfel- 
ter as the creator of gas, water, 
electric and sewer plants for Gar- 
ber and the installation of paved 
streets. As a matter of fact Gar- 
ber has nothing that can be called 
a street, though a survey provides 
for them, the one well is inade- 
quate water supply for more than 
one family and a portable flash 
light is the only electricity avail- 
able. 

Thus behind the walls of Leaven- 
worth, with the entry of Steinfeld, 
the dream that was Garber goes 
back to the place where it had its 
birth.

TREASURY WILL RESTRICT 
ITS FINANCING NEXT MONTH 


Secretary Morgenthau Says He Will 
Not Offer Refunding Issue for 
Fourth Liberty Loan. 
WASHINGTON, Nov. 27. — Re- 
strictions of Treasury financing 
next month to meeting a $992,496,- 
500 maturity and possibly adding to 
its working cash balance was indi- 
cated by Secretary Morgenthau yes- 
terday. 
He said that the Treasury would 
not offer in December an exchange 
issue of the billion in Fourth Lib 
erty bonds called for April 15. Nor, 
would the Government call $300,- 
000,000 in four per cent Home Own- 
ers’ loan bonds which mature April 
15 and are callable Dec. 15. 
The December maturity is in two 
and one-quarter per cent certif- 
icates of indebtedness. 
The Government’s current cash 
drawer holds $1,500,000,000, but 
$809,000,000 is profit on gold dollar 
devaluation which the Treasury has 
kept segregated from spending 
cash. There were reports the 
Treasury would add $500,000,000 to 
its ready cash.

NEWSPAPER STRIKE 
CONFERENCE FAIL 


Guild and Newark Publisher 
Seem to Be Far Apart 
After Meeting. 


By the Associated Press. 
NEWARK, N. J., Nov. 27.—L. T. 


Russell, publisher of the Newark 
Morning Ledger, and the Negotia- 
tions Committee of the Newark 
Newspaper Guild met yesterday in 
their second conference, but failed 
to arrive at any settlement of the 
strike of the newspaper's editorial 
workers. 

.The conference lasted but 15 min- 
utes and ended with both the pub- 
lisher and the guild issuing state- 
ments indicating an agreement was 
further away than ever. Russell 
described the sort of contract he 
would or would not sign, while 
the. Guild stated that compliance 
with the publisher’s “series of ulti- 
matums” would “mean the death 
of the Guild.” 

Russell’s Statement. 


“T will sign any contract with 
the Guild that has the signature at- 


tached or ready to be attached of 
the publisher of any two exclusive- 
ly English language newspapers in 
the city,” Russell said in his state- 
ment. 

“I will not sign a contract, ex- 
cept on arbitration order, that even 
raised the question of my complete 
authority in the matter of employ- 
ing and dismissing and being the 
sole judge of the qualifications and 
value of the editorial staff services. 

“I will not sign a contract with 
an alleged newspaper writers’ guild 
including the army of general edi- 
torial room help set forth in the 
contract and including copy boys, 
office boys, messengers, clerks, 
phone operators, etc. — 

“I will not. recognize anyone for 


contractural purposes except peo-|.

Don’t you think the public 
would turn out to see him run the 
mile? His appearance couldn't 
miss being a success.” 

Bell recalled when he was a 
youngster of 8 or 10, three famous 
athletes—Murchison, Charley Hoff 
and Dan Kinsey—appeared in a 
meet at the Washington University 
Field House and filled that building 
to capacity. 

More: recent in his own personal 
experience, of course, is his recol- 
lection of his own competition in 
the big indoor meets in Boston and 
New York. He ran before capacity 
crowds in Madison Square Garden, 
New York, no later than last year. 
The New York crowds like the bril- 
liant night track carnivals, and St. 
Louis, he thinks, would like them 
no less, providing they are pro- 
moted in an efficient manner. 

New York had an experience with 
a bungling job in last year’s I. C. 
4-A. meet when the carnival was 
moved from the 258th Street Arm- 
ory into Madison Square Garden. 
Qualified track men in charge were 
apparently looking out the window 
when workmen constructed the $14,- 
000 track, or rather, two tracks, one 
inside the other. 


The tracks were tilted wooden 
saucers. Runners who competed in 
the mile raced over the inside track 
for several lengths and were then 
sent to the outside. For the short 
sprints, sections of the track were 
hoisted up by pulleys in order to 
give the sprinters a flat surface on 
which to race. The result was a 
mess, Bell relates, that wasn’t un- 
tangled until about 2 a. m. He, 
for example, raced in his first heat 
at 6:30 p. m., and in a final at 1 4a. 
m. Runners and spectators roared 
—in disapproval. 

The upshot was, or is, that a 
new track is being bui't for this 
year’s I. C. 4A. meet. In place of 
last year’s track will be a six-lane 
track, 20 feet wide, 15) meters 
around. While the sides may be 
canted slightly it will be far dif- 
ferent than the wooden saucer that 
made a joke out of many of last 
year’s events.

How Detroit Refinanced Debts, 
Cut Budget, Collected Taxes and 
Restored Credit in 20 Months 


City in Hole Until Funding Program and 
Advantageous Terms Offered to Long- 
Delinquent Taxpayers Pulled It Out. 


Special Correspondence of the 
Post-Dispatch. 
DETROIT, Nov. 27.—No miracle 
lies behind the City of. Detroit’s 
completion of its $293,000,000 debt- 


in defgult less than two years ago, 
Detroit is finding its way out. 

In the spring of 1933 the city 
was not paying interest on its bond- 
ed debt. Four payrolls to city em- 
ployes, amounting to $8,000,000, had 
not been met. Unpaid were $3,- 
000,000 in past-due welfare depart- 
ment grocery bills, 


Delinquent taxes had expanded 
to $49,000,000—only $6,000,000 less 
than the current tax levy for a 
year. Besides the bonded debt, 
$44,000,000 in short term notes was 
outstanding. 

No money was in the till and 
none in sight. Scrip, $18,000,000 
worth of it, was being issued. 

Depression years had also accu- 
mulated an operating deficit of 
$11,300,000 as of June 30, 1933. City 
officials estimated the city was 
still going back at the rate of $8,- 
000,000 more a year. 

Mayor Couzens Takes First Step. 

Mayor Frank Couzens, son of 
Michigan’s senior United States 
Senator, was then president of the 
Common Council. To his eight col- 
leagues there he proposed a refund- 
ing agreement on debts impossible 
of payment soon, to lift a debt ser- 
vice burden and to restore the city’s 
credit. This program was ratified 
and a bondholders’ committee creat- 
ed to handle it at a cost not to ex- 
ceed $1,000,000. That was one phase 
of Detroit’s recovery. 

Simultaneously the Council called 
in taxpayers of all types. Why 
were taxes not being paid? How 
could collections be increased, de- 
linquency cut and Government con- 
tinued ? 

A charter amendment was then 
proposed. It offered an _ induce- 
ment to pay delinquent taxes. Pen- 
alties of 18 to 49 per cent, depend- 
ing on the year of delinquency, 
would be wiped off the slate if the 
delinquency was paid in full by 
Jan. 10, 1934. Penalties could be 
reduced by paying the delinquency 
on a seven-year installment plan, 
the faster the payment, the larger 
the saving to the taxpayer. 

This charter amendment was ap- 
proved by the voters Oct. 10, 1933. 
Led by Albert E. Cobo, Deputy 
City Treasurer, the city then started 
a campaign to tell taxpayers just 
what advantages the amendment 
offered. Advertising campaigns 
were voted out of city funds. The 
campaigns cost $30,000. 

Taxpayers Begin to Pay. 

City Treasurer’s figures show that 
on Jan. 10, 1934, $8,900,000 of the 
$49,000,000 tax delinquency was paid 
in full. Half of the 480,000 parcels 
of real estate in th ecity had been 
bearing the tax burden alone. for 
two or three years. This one cam, 
paign produced payments in full of 
delinquent taxes on 100,000 parcels. 
By April 10 another 90,000 parcels 
were back on the “active” tax rolls, 
leaving only 50,000 still delinquent, 
as against the previous 240,000. 

Another $6,000,000 in collections 
on the first installment under the 
seven-year plan—some persons paid 
in full—was recorded. 

Mayor Couzens, Cobo, the Council 
and other city officials then tackled 
another phase of the problem while 
the bondholders’ committee in New 
York began to function. 

Detroit in 1924 had a budget of 
about $55,000,000. Detroit had an- 
nexed large areas, made costly im- 
provements, approved bond issues, 
and the budget grew; as late as 1932 
the budget amounted to $72,600,000; 
for several years previous it had 
leveled off. at $76,000,000. When 
the depression came, Detroit went 
further and further in the hole each 
year. Economies of a major sort 
were obviously necessary. 

Budget Cut $16,000,000. 

Some officials thought the re- 
duced budget would mean reduced 
revenues; press insisted the taxpay- 
ers would respond to a sincere ef- 
fort to fact facts. The reduced 
budget plan was tried. From $72,- 
000,000 in 1932 the budget was cut to 
just under $56,000,000 last year. The 
current levy is $55,512,000. Econ- 
omies of a major sort went into 
effect. The number of city em- 
ployes fell from 40,000 to 30,000; 
services were chopped to a mini- 
mum and construction work prac- 
tically ceased. Tax collections rose. 
They rose from 68% per cent to 77 
per cent. 

When the fiscal year opened last 
July 1, 15 months after the first 
scrip issue, refunding had been 
practically consummated, enough 
bonds having been deposited to 
make the program operative, and 
debt service had been reduced from 
$30,000,000 a year to $8,000,000 for 
1933 and 1934, practically increasing 
to a future maximum of $19,000,000. 
The $3,000,000 in old welfare gro- 
cery bills had been paid. Banks 
had offset $2,900,000 of their short- 
term loans against delinguent taxes 


refunding program. Insolvent and 


© properties in which they had fi- 
nancial interests. Interest on the 
bonded debt amounting to $8,000,- 
000 had been paid for the 1933 fis- 
cal year and $2,528,000 advanced to- 
word 1934 interest. A cash surplus 
of $2,637,000 existed, also. This 
meant the operating deficit of $11,- 
300,000 had been cut to $8,740,000. 
Scrip Issues Redeemed. 


The first scrip issue of $18,000,000 
had been redeemed to the penny. 
Another $10,000,000 issue had also 
been redeemed . The third issue of 
$12,000,000, circulating freely, was 
actually selling at a premium before 
its redemption later in the summer. 

“Conditions probably had im- 
proved generally,” Cobo said, “but 
the restoration of faith in the city 
government was the main element 
...In one year Detroit bonds rose 
from 36 to 76; now they are selling 
at 80 to 86, depending on the ma- 
turity.” 

The refunding program last 
Thursday reached the stage of ex- 
changing old bonds for new. 

Bonds and short-term notes for 
97 per cent of the total, or $278,000,- 
000, are already included in the 
program. The remaining 3 per 
cent probably will come in, too. In- 
terest on the old bonds varied from 
3 to 6 per cent, averaging 4% per 
cent. Interest on the short-term 
notes in the banks was 6 per cent. 
Under the refunding, the same in- 
terest is retained on all-bonds. The 
short-term notes at 6 per cent »e- 
come bonds at 4% per cent, except 
for $6,191,000, which was offset 
against city deposits in closed banks 
and against city taxes. 

Sacrifices and Gains. 

What did the bondholders and 
other creditors of the city sacrifice 
in this refunding program? Cobo 
said: “The banks sacrificed to the 
extent of cutting interest at 6 per 
cent on short-term notes which 
were not being paid to interest of 
4% per cent on bonds for which 
interest is being met promptly. 
Bondholders who had _ securities 
about to mature sacrificed in that 
they now have bonds of long term 
maturity, but now their interest is 
being paid, which was not the case 
before. They also lost one-third of 
the regular interest rate, which is 
being refunded, but the old rate re- 
turns next year. They have bonds 
which sold 20 months ago at 36 
now selling at 80 to 86.” 

“Detroit’s financial picture has 
been reversed ‘in the last 20 months. 
Instead of going further in the hole, 
Wwe are going ahead. It took the 
co-operation of everybody to do it. 
The refunding program is complete. 
Scrip is a thing of the past. The 
city’s credit is restored.” 


JAPAN EXPECTS U. S. PROTEST 
OVER MANCHOUKUO MONOPOLY 


American Embassy at Tokio Keep- 
ing in Touch With Great 
Britain on Oil Dispute.

SAYS JAPAN GAVE 
OPIUM TO CHINESE 
TO WEAKEN MORALE 


Wellington Koo’s Protest to 
League of Nations Made 
Public.

GENEVA, Nov. 27.—Charges that 
Japan, by accumulating vast stocks 
of opium in Manchoukuo, sought to 
make drug addicts out of the Chi- 
nese population and thus “weaken 
their morale” were disclosed today 
in confidential League of Nations 
records published for the first time. 

It was disclosed also that Japan, 
which withdrew from the League of 
Nations, has threatened to with- 
draw from the League’s Advisory 
Committee on Opium Traffic be- 
cause of the charges. 

A formal protest against the in- 
sinuations, allegedly made by Wel- 
lington Koo of China, was submit- 
ted by Masayuki Yokoyama, Jap- 
anese Consul-General in Geneva. 
He declared the insinuations were 
unjustified. 

“No one intends to poison Chi- 
nese people,” he said. 


MISSIONARY PRIEST KIDNAPED, 
HELD FOR RANSOM IN CHINA 


Captive Since Last Summer He 
Has Not Been Released Al- 
though $5000 Was Paid.

NEW ORLEANS, La., Nov. 27.— 
Information has been received here 
that the Rev. Gyprianus Bravo, a 
Dominican missionary, has been 
kidnaped in China and is being 
held far ransom, Father Bravo was3 
ordained at Rosaryville, La., five 
years ago. 

According to advices 
here, the priest was kidnaped last 
summer by Communists, who de- 
manded $5000 ransom. The ransom 
was paid to an “intermediary,” but 
he cheated the Communists, and 
the priest is now being held for 
$14,000 ransom. 

Father Bravo is permitted the 
freedom of the town in Southeast- 
ern China, where he is held. He 
writes letters of his experiencs and 
has been assigned to clerical tasks 
by the Communists. He is threatened 
with imprisonment, however, un- 
less the ransom is paid soon.

$195,800,000 Allotted to 
Navy, Completing Ap- 
proval of $732,073,000 
Defense Program.

PARIS, Nov. 27.—The Chamber 
of Deputies today completed its ap- 
proval of a defense budget for next 
year totaling approximately $732,- 
073,000. 

It quickly agreed to navy and avi- 
ation budgets as presented by the 
respective ministries and heard the 
Government advocate increased de- 
velopment of military aviation. 

The budgets passed today were as 
follows: 

Navy—2,967,000,000 francs (ap- 
proximately $195,800,000); aviation 
—1,655,865,435 francs (approximate- 
ly $109,296,000). Last Friday the 
chamber approved an army budget 
of 5,689,215,895 francs (approximate- 
ly $374,337,000) and an emergency 
appropriation for new army equip- 
ment of 800,000,000 francs (approxi- 
mately $52,640,000). 

Francois Pietri, the Minister of 
the Navy, avoided mention of the 
new 35,000-ton battleships of Pre- 
mier Mussolini of Italy when he 
asked for the Navy appropriation, 
but said he preferred stronger light 
warships unless bigger ones should 
become “indispensable.” 

“A weak navy would ne heresy,’ 
said Pietri. He promised the Depu-

ties the navy would have a strong 
.air fleet.

For Reform of Criminal Procedure. 
\%. the Editor of the Post-Dispatch: 

READ with interest your editorial in 

Tuesday's issue under the caption, 
“These Gay and Festive Democrats,” par- 
ticularly that portion relating to our crim- 
inal jurisprudence and ,the blindness of 
our Legislature to the dire need for revi- 
sion. 

It is a recognized fact that criminals 
prosper on the many technicalities of our 
laws. The rules are overly favorable to 
the defendant and oftentimes make it dif- 
ficult for the State in its prosecutions. 
Prof. Raymond Moley, an authority on 
criminal jurisprudence, says: “The way 
to improve criminal justice is to make 
procedure less technical and more favor- 
able to the State.” 

A careful study of the records discloses 
that courts and prosecutors, except in 
rare instances, have administered the law 
in a creditable manner, though handi- 
capped at times by rules of law too favor- 
able to the defense. 

The annual reports of the Circuit At- 
torney’s office are self-indicative of the 
wonderful service rendered to our com- 
munity by Judge Franklin Miller and his 
assistants. The same can be said of Pros- 
ecuting Attorney Rosecan. Judge Baron's 
personal survey of our penal institutions 
and Judge Hoffmeister’s keen interest in 
child-welfare problems are examples o 
valuable service by the courts. ? 

The fault lies with our Legislature, 
which has failed miserably, making no at- 
tempt to remedy the many defects in our 
criminal laws and procedure. 

A State-wide survey of crime was made 
in 1926—known as the Missouri Crime 
Survey—the object of which was the 
study of our system, the laws which con- 
dition it and the administrative practices 
which were characteristic of it. It is an 
exhaustive study of facts and conditions, 
with numerous recommendations for im- 
provement and reform—yet in four con- 
secutive sessions of our Legislature (1927- 
1929-1931-1933), practically nothing was 
done. 

I feel that a concerted effort on the 
part of the Governor, Attorney-General, 
Circuit Judges, Prosecuting Attorneys, 
Missouri Bar Association, St. Louis Bar 
Association and all civie organizations 
throughout the State will awaken the 
Legislature to the realization that imme- 
diate action is imperative.

If a duck flies the course of the ‘river 
out of shot range and a number of men 
choose to shoot at it and all miss it, as 
happens a great many times, the duck 
gets away safely. There is no lack of 
sportsmanship there that I can see. Both 
State and Federal laws are obeyed by all.

THE INSULL ACQUITTAL. 


Acquittal by a jury in a Federal court at Chicago 
of Samuell Insull and his 16 co-defendants may be 


| said to have been a foregone conclusion. 


The defendants were indicted for using the United 
States mails “in a gigantic scheme whereby thousands 
of people were induced to invest millions of dollars” 
in the common stock of the Corporation Securities Co. 

The Government presented a very powerful case, 
but it had the weakness of all those cases in which 
the indictment is against a system rather than an 
individual. This was true of.the Doheny case, in 
which Doheny was accused of bribing the Secretary 
of the Interior. It was true also of the Mitchell 
case, in which Mitchell was charged with defrauding 
the Government of income taxes by resorting to wash 


| sales. 


Nobody questions that the Insull operations caused 
investors a loss of millions of dollars. Nor did any- 
body doubt that Doheny’s business relations with 
Secretary Fall were highly improper. Or that 
Mitchell was outside the intent of the income tax 
laws. 

That is not where the dispute lies. It lies in the 
distinction between what is unethical and what is 
illegal. The Government could not convince the 
jury in the Insull case that what the defendant did 
was illegal. It was incumbent on the prosecution to 
prove that the Insull stocks were sold with intent 
to defraud, and that could not be proved. Insull ad- 
mitted that what was done was oftentimes unwise. 
Cross-examined as to certain stocks bought from 
Halsey, Stuart & Co. at $3,500,000 and written up to 
$15,000,000, he said: “I probably was wrong to the 
extent of about 10 millions.” 

The prosecution did not exaggerate the conse- 
quences of the Insull failure—one of the most colos- 
sal in history—but it was useless to bring into court 
people who bought Insull securities. This was true 
even in the most pathetic cases. 

The Chicago utilities magnate and his co-defend- 
ants have not escaped punishment for what they 
did. They have suffered severe social penalties. In- 
sull himself was humiliated as no other great captain 
of industry has ever been humiliated. From a posi- 
tion of almost incredible power, he suffered the dis- 
grace of flight, when the crash came, and the even 
greater disgrace of being dragged out of sanctuary 
in Greece and brought home a prisoner. 

Far more important than the outcome of the trial 
is the moral carried by this distressing chapter. How 
could the nation permit men to carry on so wildly? 
The answer is simple. The blue-sky laws of the 
states were futile. Charles B. Stuart, one of the de- 
ferdants, said in a letter to Frank K. Schroeder, an- 
other defendant in Chicago, expressing misgivings as 
to the proposed Corporation Securities Co.: “I do 
not know how Goldman Sachs and the rest of them 
get by the blue-sky laws, but certainly there must be 
some answer to it.” 

There has been an answer to it. The country 
needed Federal regulation of securities and stock ex- 
changes. It now has it. It should have had it a long 
time ago. Had Congress realized the danger of that 
unbridled system which led to the Insull debacle, it 
would long ago have stepped into a field where the 
states had defaulted. It did no good to single out 
Insull when the securities system was at fault, as 
it did no good to single out Mitchell when the in- 
come tax system was at fault. 

It is the business of government to deal with the 
causes of all such social maladies, not merely with 
the consequences of them. Fortunately, this is what 
the Government at long last is doing. 
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MARINA. 

Princess Marina, whom the Duke of Kent is soon 
to marry, must be fair to look upon. Certainly, her 
grandmother, Queen Marie of Rumania, thinks so. 
Addressing her as “my beautiful Helen,” Marie says, 
“Not merely an English Prince, but Troy itself, would 
have fallen for your beauty.” 

As compliments go, that is pretty swell. Yet it 
might, we feel, have been more felicitously expressed. 
Nor would it have been necessary to canvass the 
bards. At the service of Marie of Rumania, eager 
to be summoned, stood the knightly vagabond of that 
golden Elizabethan age, proffering his immortal ques- 
tion: “Is this the face that launched a thousand 
ships and burned the topless towers of Ilium?” 

Well, Marie, after all, is only a Queen, and “Kit” 
Marlowe was a poet, and Marina is a knockout, and 
the greatest of these is Marina.

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THE MOUSETRAP QUOTATION. 

If a man write a better book, preach a better 
sermon or build a better mousetrap than his 
neighbor, though he build his house in the woods, 
the world will make a beaten path to his door. 
This expressive commentary on fame has been 

going the rounds for many years, accompanied by 
controversy as to its authorship, variously attributed 
to Ralph Waldo Emerson, Elbert Hubbard and others. 
It has remained for a new reference work, “The 
Home Book of Quotations,” compiled by Burton Stev- 
enson, to probe the subject to its bottom. In this 
huge and admirable volume, noteworthy for includ- 
ing contemporaries as well as classicists, the mouse- 
trap quotation, its various forms and its history cover 
more than a page. 

Elbert Hubbard claimed authorship after its pub- 
lication in a book of his in 1911. When it was point- 
ed out that préviously, in the Philistine, he had quot- 
ed it with credit to Emerson, Mr. Hubbard explained 
he frequently sought to lend authority to his own 
epigrams by attributing them to others. This ex- 
planation was widely accepted. 

Then someone cited a quotation from Emerson, 
dated 1855, in which the man who retired to the 
woods was credited with producing superior corn, 
wood, boards, chairs, knives, crucibles or church or- 
gans—but no mousetraps. The mousetrap appeared 
when a California woman, Mrs. Sarah Yule, produced 
almost the identical Hubbard apothegm and insist- 
ed she had taken it down from a lecture by Emer- 
son in 1871. Another claim is that of Dr. John Ran- 
dolph Paxton of New York, who, in a sermon in 
August, 1889, traced the beaten path to the door of 
master peddlers, cabbage growers, grocers or petro- 
leum producers, 

The Stevenson work gives the palm to Emerson, on 
the evidence of a modest anthology called “Borrow- 
ings,” issued by “Ladies of the First . Unitarian 
Church of Oakland, Cal.,” in December, 1889, in 
which Mrs. Yule’s version appeared. Fra Elbertus’

So vindication comes to Emerson at last, and the 

world will go on using his pointed statement and 

beating its path to the doors of obscure craftsmen. 
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SHOWING THE WAY. 

No one can say that the Mississippi Valley Asso- 
ciation is not willing to hear the other side. Indeed, 
this organization of inland waterways backers not 
only hears the other side, but invites it, as witnessed 
by the opening sessions of the association’s sixteenth 
annual convention, now meeting in St. Louis. 

The association is against the St. Lawrence seaway 
treaty in its present form, on the ground that the 
Lake Michigan diversion clause jeopardizes naviga- 
tion on the Great Lakes to the Gulf of Mexico water- 
way. One of the speakers at the association’s dinner 
last night was Secretary of War Dern, who has made 
many public appearances in the Middle West recently 
in béhalf of the treaty. Answering the objections of 
the association to the diversion clause of the treaty, 
Mr. Dern explained that locks in the Illinois River 
would serve to make the diversion of 1500 cubic feet 
per second adequate beyond any question. 

The association opposes the bill submitted in the 
last Congress providing for Federal co-ordination and 
regulation of all the important transportation facili- 
ties. One of the morning session speakers was Joseph 
B. Eastman, Federal Co-ordinator of Transportation 
and supporter of this measure. 

This policy of providing a forum for those whose 
case the association is criticising is a wise one. Free 
discussion brings conflicting interests closer together. 
Mr. Eastman, for example, did not defend the trans- 
portation bill as perfect. In fact, he said much had 
been learned from the protests which it provoked. 
And when he said that what the country needs is 
the best system of transportation that can be pro- 
vided, “with a maximum of co-operation and a min- 
imum of uneconomic duplication and waste,” he de- 
scribed the goal toward which the Mississippi Valley 
Association itself has been working all these years. 

In such a matter as the St. Lawrence seaway, the 
broad public interest must rise above the desire of 
any particular section. Similarly, {n the co-ordina- 
tion of transportation, no one carrier must be per- 
mitted to enjoy a favored position. Open discussion, 
such as that which the Mississippi Valley Association 
is providing, will help to indicate the way along 
which the public welfare lies. 
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THE SCHOOLS AND THE UTILITIES. 

In reading the latest chapter of the Federal Trade 
Commission’s report, one is impressed not only by 
the arrogance of the electric power and gas utili- 
ties in supposing that they could corrupt the Ameri- 
can educational system, but by the substantial prog- 
ress they made. Numerous educators of high stand- 
ing accepted pay from the utilities. Some were em: 
ployed during summer vacation periods to “study” 
the utility business. Others were paid for writing 
letters or performing other services inconsequential 
in‘themselves. Dean C. O. Ruggles of Ohio State Uni- 
versity was hired at $15,000 a year to make a survey 
of public utility courses in universities and of text- 
books on economics. ; 

As a result of free spending with money ultimately 
paid by the consumers, many a classroom throughout 
the United States rang with praise of the utilities 
and many pro-utility arguments were subtly planted 
in immature minds. Again, pupils were furnished 
with textbooks either written outright by the utili- 
ties or revised by them. We do not doubt that many 
of them are still in use. The utility policy was “to 
get them young.” A committee formed by the Amer- 
ican Gas Association to disseminate propaganda in 
schools and colleges was called the “Twig Commit- 
tee,” after Pope’s line, “Just as the twig is bent, 
the tree’s inclined.” And, through the children, the 
utilities hoped also to convert their parents, thus 
extending the propaganda front from the cradle to 
the grave. 

So grandiose an invasion of public education must 
in the end be repulsed, as it was, but that it oc- 
curred and was partly successful should give us 
pause for thought. 
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THAT NEW TERRITORY, 

We are trying hard to work up a little enthusi- 
asm for that new territory claimed for the United 
States by Admiral Byrd. It won’t do for building 
lots, being a little remote. To make an American Si- 
beria out of it would be expensive, and besides we 
could always use Alaska for that purpose. All we 
can think of is that it is a fine place not to plant 
wheat in and not to grow hogs on. 
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WAS ADMIRAL SAITO MISQUOTED? 

When a Japanese Admiral denounces naval rivalry, 
criticisés jingoists and urges naval limitation—that’s 
news. So, naturally, the Christian Science Monitor 
article quoting Viscount Admiral Makoto Saito to 
that effect aroused wide attention. As a veteran of 
60 years’ experience with the Japanese Navy, thrice 
Minister of the Navy, ex-Premier and leader of his 
country’s delegation at the Washington conference, 
his opinion carried weight and was hailed by Amer- 
ican statesmen as reviving hope for agreement at the 
current London Conference. 

But the pertinent passages of the article were 
speedily repudiated by the Japanese Embassy at 
Washington. Admiral Saito, it was asserted, had 
never said there was a division of opinion in Japan 
on naval matters or that jingoists were pushing 
Japan to build a huge navy. Further, according to 
the embassy, Admiral Saito had never seen or ap- 
proved the article written by the correspondent. 

The repudiation lost its effect, however, when the 
Monitor produced its evidence: a letter written by 
Admiral Saito, in which he said: “I have read the 
manuscript of this story which I have told to Mr. 
H. H. Hilscher and I approved it. It is with my per- 
mission that my name is used as the author.” The 
Monitor added that the article was published without 
alterution. 

Several conclusions are possible, in view of these 
facts, but all the evidence seems to bear out the 
authenticity of the Monitor’s article. Among the 
likely hypotheses are: Ambassador Saito and Ad- 
miral Saito do not keep close tab on each other’s 
doings. Japanese policy has altered since last Au- 
gust, when the interview was given, and the Ad- 
miral finds it politic to withdraw his statement. The 
Admiral sent up a trial balloon and hastily pulled it 
back. The Admiral is careless about checking over 
manuscripts. Or Japanese officialdom is embar- 
rassed by a high official who makes statements that 
discredit present policy. At any rate, the newspaper 
makes a better showing in the controversy than do 
the Japanese dignitaries. 
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Crucial Issues of the TVA Project 


Tennessee Valley development includes both technical and social planning problems; 
public mind has been little prepared for the latter, report says; demonstration of 
public ownership may foreshadow broad change in utilities operation; fundamen- 
tal issues have been raised, and outcome will depend on desires of the people. 


The following is a chapter from a report prepared 
for the National Planning Board by Lewis L. Lor- 
win and A. F, Hinrich. It was used by the board 
as “‘supporting data” in its own recent report to 
Secretary Ickes, 


HE nature of the development of the 
T tennessee Valley Authority will depend 

in marked degree upon the desires of 
the American people, 

Its mission on the one hand consists of 
certain very specific tasks, for which prep- 
aration has been made by years of public 
discussion, such as the construction and op- 
eration of hydroelectric stations, rural elec- 
trification, the production of cheap fertiliz- 
ers and the prevention of soil erosion. On 
the other hand, the chairman, Arthur E. Mor- 
gan, emphasizes the more nebulous task of 
“social planning for the future.” No defini- 
tion of this task has been attempted. In the 
first year of operation, it has manifested 
itself chiefly in the spirit in which the work 
has been done, 

One of the most interesting problems of 
the TVA will be the struggle between the 
generalized and the specific approach. To- 
day there is a substantial gap between the 
two. The daily tasks of the three directors 
tend to foster an interest in the narrower 
and more specific problems. Indeed, the 
chairman has made this into a philosophy: 

“If we handle emergency problems that 
come to us (in the spirit of interest for so- 
cial well-being) we will have the beginnings 
of the best way of planning. . . . There will 
gradually emerge through all these (careful 
and farsighted treatments of specific prob- 
lems) the texture of the fabric and design 
in the unity and harmony of a great plan.” 

Political expediency also favors this ap- 
proach, Dr. Morgan has said: “Every step 
of economic planning will be contested by 
those who are interested in things as they 
are.” The performance of the TVA is lim- 
ited to what the people of the United States 
and of the valley will tolerate. So far, the 


public mind hag been little prepared for a 


broad experiment in social reconstruction. 
* s 
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The TVA is rooted in Wilson Dam and 
two plants for the fixation of nitrogen, pro- 
jected as part of the World War program. 
Since their completion, the issue of Govern- 
ment operation versus private operation has 
been continuously before the American peo- 
ple. Bills sponsored by Senator Norris pro- 
viding for public operation were passed in 
1928 and 1931 but vetoed, 

The public interest was in cheap power and 
cheap fertilizer. But President Roosevelt in- 
cidentally introduced a wider concept, that 
eventually foliated in the act of May 18, 
1933, clothing the TVA with power to make 
studies and plans not only “to aid further 
the proper use, conservation and develop- 
ment of the natural resources,” but also “to 
provide for the general welfare of the citi- 
zens of said areas,” “and for the general 
purpose of fostering an orderly and proper 
physical, economic and social development 
of said areas.” It is certain that this does 
not express any well-developed popular 
movement built up across the years. This 
fact has had a powerful effect in shaping 
the operating program of the TVA. 

The organization of the TVA with its three 
directors bears on this problem, In effect, 
the field of management has been divided 
among three, two of the directors being as- 
signed certain specific tasks, such as dam- 
building and the development of fertilizers, 
and certain vague functions, such as “social 
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and economic organization and planning” 
and the “planning of rural life.” The na- 
ture of the duties of the third director, plus 
the fact that he has before him the example 
of the Ontario Hydroelectric Commission, 
may be presumed to influence him to con- 
ceive the function of the TVA mainly as the 
successful operation of a public utility sys- 
tem. The question is how to secure unity 
and a continuing concern in generalized and 
less immediate problems. 

There is a_ broad technical integration of 
the specific tasks assigned to TVA, which 
have raised fundamental issues of social pol- 
icy and have involved planning on a scale 
unusual in the United States. To begin 
with, the effort to set up a well-managed, 
low-cost, self-supporting system of power 
production necessitates the integrated de- 
velopment of the Tennessee River. The pre- 
vention of erosion is necessary to prevent 
the dams from silting up within a century. 

But erosion is a problem in its own right. 
To prevent it, a program of afforestation and 
public works must be undertaken, and large 
areas must be turned from plow crops to 
grass, This cannot be done without experi- 
mental work in the development of phos- 
phate fertilizers. To further this transfor- 
mation and to develop the agricultural po- 
tential of the region, provision has been 
made for encouraging the co-operative move- 
ment. To find a market for the potential 
power has involved lowering the selling price 
of power for domestic use and the lowering 
of the price of electric appliances through 
the Electric Home and Farm Authority.

The work of the TVA has dealt with large 
social issues, some of which involve sub- 
stantial modifications of the existing institu- 
tional structure of the country. Most funda- 
mental is the decision of Congress to es- 
tablish public ownership and operation of 
hydroelectric works in the valley; the dem- 
onstration of economy and Social service in 
this field by the TVA may foreshadow a 
broad change from private to public opera- 
tion of utilities in the United States. 

The elimination of private enterprise by 
the TVA and the extension of rural electrifi- 
cation carries with it a reconsideration of 
the criterion of profitubility. There is a 
difficult decision, involving social policy, that 


must be made with regard to the purchase > 


price of privately owned distributing sys- 
tems. In connection with a program to pre- 
vent soil erosion, it is deemed necessary to 
redefine property rights. These and other ex- 
amples may be cited as large social changes 
implicit in the execution of the technical 
tasks assigned to the TVA. 

The social planning of the TVA visualizes 
the maintenance of the general outlines of 
the existing institutional structure of the 
country. The attempt to conform in general 
to normal business practices imposes dis- 
tinct limitations as regards the selection of 
objectives and even as regards the pursuit 
of immediate objectives. 

The housing and power programs illus- 
trate the second point. In each case, there 
is an attempt to extend better or more ser- 
vice to the population of the valley, and in 
each case there has been such an exten- 
sion through lowering costs. It remains to 
be seen whether the TVA can aftack the fun- 
damental poverty of the mass of people in 
the region who find even the cheapest cur- 
rent, appliances and good housing beyond 
their means,

With High Grades Are 
Exempted. 


Heretofore, only those 
low 80 for the term were required 
to take the finals. 
At the end of each five weeks. 
every pupil will take a written 
test, as before, but this test, at the 
end of the 20-week term, will con- 
stitute a “comprehensive written 
review.” 

“This change has been made at 
the suggestion of the high school 
principals,” said Assistant Superin- 
tendent Powell, in charge of high 
schools. “It is expected to result 
in better instruction and in better 
utilization of the pupil’s time. It 
may serve to reduce the number of 
failures.” 
Under the new regulation, a pupil 
with an average of 65 for the term, 
including the comprehensive review, 
other tests and recitations, will be 
passed. Formerly, those taking the 
finals had to make at least 50 in 
it and show an average of 65 in 
term marks, to pass, or make 75 
on the examination, regardless of 
term marks. The principals 
thought the new system would be 
a fairer test of students’ abilities.

Three tablespoons butter. 

Three tahlespoons lemon juice. 

Three tablespoons parsley. 

One-fourth teaspoon salt. 

One-fourth teaspoon paprika, 

Cayenne pepper. 

Melt butter, add minced parsley, 
salt, paprika and a few grains of 
cayenne. Add lemon juice, pour 
over boiled potatoes and serve, 

Grapefruit Salad. 

Arrange whole sections of grape- 
fruit on crisp lettuce -leaves and 
sprinkle with pomegranate seeds. 
Serve with French dressing. The 
transparent pomegrante seeds are 
both a different and flavorsome 
garnish. 

Brandy Sauce. 

One cup water. 

One cup sugar. 

One-third cup cream, 

Three egg yolks. 

Two tablespoons brandy. 

A little grated orange rind.

This menu is a bit more hearty 
but it has a number of distinctive 
touches that many will appreciate. 
Fruit Cocktail. 
Combine chilled grape fruit sec- 
tions, apricot halves, peeled white 
grapes, and chopped green menthe 
cherries. Just before serving pour 
over a little of the creme de menthe 
from the cherries. 
Chestnut Stuffing. 
Slit chestnuts and peel. Boil un- 
til tender enough chestnuts to make 
a quart when rubbed through a 
sieve. Season with salt and pep- 
per and add half a cup of melted 
butter. Fill body and neck cavity 
of capon. 
Hollandaise Sauce. 
One-half cup butter. 
One tablespoon lemon juice. 
Four egg yolks. 
One-fourth teaspoon salt. 
One-fourth teaspoon pepper. 
Few grains cayenne. 
Cream butter, add lemon juice, 
yolks of eggs one by one. When 
well blended add seasonings and 
cook over boiling water just long 
enough to heat mixture thorough- 
ly. Should it become overcooked 
add two teaspoons of cold water 
and beat vigorously. 

Candied Sweet Potatoes. 

Eight medium potatoes, cooked. 
One and one-fourth cups brown 
sugar. 
One and three-fourths cups wa- 
ter. 
One-fourth cup butter. 
Boil water and sugar together 
until a thin syrup is formed which 
is about two minutes. Slice a thick 
layer of potatoes into a baking 
dish, dot with butter and pour some 
of the syrup over them. Repeat 
layers until all material has been 
used.

THOSE WHO INSIST ON

This is a recipe for those who 


insist that mother’s or grandmoth- 
er’s mince meat is the best they 
ever tasted.

Mince Meat. 

One pound dried currants, well 
washed.

Sunday’s Roast for Dinner

Meals planned around the recipes 
given below will help you keep on 
the well-balanced side. Use the 
chocolate cream souffle for Sunday 
dessert, using roast beef, creamed 
turnips and mashed potatoes for 
main dishes. 


Monday’s dinner which utilizes 
cold sliced roast beef with some 
sort of sauce, includes scalloped 
potatoes, clam bisque, spinach and 
baked cranberry pudding with hard 
sauce, 
Broiled ham goes excellently well 
with baked beans, buttered carrots, 
a salad and hot gingerbread for 
dessert, while the Friday meal may 
have ag its main dishes broiled fish 
fillets, parsley potatoes, scalloped 
tomatoes and pear and cheese 
salad. 

Chocolate Cream Souffle. 
Melt three squares unsweetened 
chocolate over hot water, add grad- 
ually two cups scalded milk and 
then one-half cup sugar mixed with 
one-fourth teaspoon salt. Continue 
stirring until the chocolate.is thor- 
oughly blended with the milk and 
no undissolved specks remain. Soak 
one tablespoon gelatine in one- 
fourth cup,cold water for 5 min- 
utes, stir int@®the hot chocolate and 
when dissolved, remove from the 
fire. Cool, add one tablespoon va- 
nilla extract and let stand until be- 
ginning to thicken. Beat one cup 
heavy cream until thick and fold it 
into the chocolate mixture. Beat 
with an egg beater until thick 
enough to hold its shape when the 
beater is lifted up. Place the bowl 
of gelatine mixture in a pan of ice 
water to hasten the process. When 
thick, pile into individual serving 
dishes and serve plain or with 
whipped cream. One cup evapor- 
ated milk, scalded dnd chilled, may 
be substituted for the cream. 

Clam Bisque. 
Chop soft clams to make two cup- 
fuls, or use canned minced clams in 
the same amount. put in a sauce- 
pan with two tablespoons butter, 
one teaspoon celery salt, one tea- 
spoon paprika and two drops wor- 
cestershire sauce. Simmer for 5 
minutes, add three cups milk and 
thicken with one tablespoon flour 
mixed with a little cold water. Let 
boil up once. Serve in_ bouillon 
cups with whipped unsweetened 
cream mixed with two tablespoons 
pimiento pulp and one-half teaspoon 
salt. Rub canned pimientos through 
a strainer to make the pulp.

Named Are Charged With 
Plot to Embezzle.

CHICAGO, Nov. 27.—Gustav Lind- 
quist, missing president of the Ab- 
raham Lincoln Life Insurance Ce. 
of Springfield, Ill., was sought to- 
day as a fugitive from justice. 

Warrants charging conspiracy to 
embezzle were igsued yesterday 
against him, Joseph Baiata, Hayden 
Sanders, treasurer of the insurance 
company; Abraham Karatz, former 
St. Paul attorney, and W. W. Ehl- 
ers, associate of Baiata. 

The warrants, prosecutors said. 
grew out of a $54,000 swindle from 
the Amalgamated Trust & Savings 
Bank of Chicago, part of the funds 
being used in attempt to gain, con- 
trol of the life insurance company. 
Baiata, Karatz and Dave (Long 
Count) Barry, boxing referee, pre- 
viously were named in _ larceny 
charges growing out of the alleged 
bank swindle. Lindquist has been 
missing since authorities sought to 
question him. 

Any plot against the insurance 
firm was balked by the State. In- 
surance Director, who took the 
firm under surveillance before Bai- 
ata and his associates got complete 
control.

This year’s cash income for Kan- 
sas farmers compares with a high 
of $441,053,000 in 1928, $432,598,000 in 
1924 and $165,540,000, including 
benefit payments, in 1933. In 1932 
the cash income was $146,291,000; in 
1931 it was $230,430,000, and in 1930 
was $311,424,000. 

The increase in cash income in 
1934, as compared with 1933, Reed 
says, is due primarily to larger pro- 
duction and higher prices for wheat, 
increased marketing of cattle and 
calves at somewhat higher prices 
than in 1933 and larger total bene- 
fit payments. In the case of cattle 
and calves most of the increase in 
cash incomes is reported to be the 
result of inventory depletion. 

Benefit payments to farmers on 
1933 crops were $17,000,000 and on 
1934 crops $44,000,000, although in 
each case there is some overlapping 
of payments into the following 
year.

The Discovery 


Of Ether as 
An Anesthetic 


First Publicly Given in Sur- 
gical Operation at Boston 
in 1846.

() curcia-daomea surgical amphi- 
theater of the Massachusetts 
General Hospital in Boston, ether 
was first publicly given to a pa- 
tient who was to undergo a surgi- 
cal operation. It seems strange 
that this great blessing to human- 
ity is less than 100 years old. 

he man who gave it was Dr. 


N Oct. 16, 1846, in the old

|W. T. G. Morton, a dentist. He had 


been experimenting for years try- 


jing to find some such substance. It 


is natural that a dentist should 
have been looking for it because 
of the dread of the pain of tooth 
extraction. The best they could 
do in the days when Dr. Morton 
began to practice was to make the 
patient drunk with beer or whisky. 
And when this result was accom- 
plished the patient. often got so 
belligerent that the operation had 
to be postponed, 

Morton, in his early days, was in 
partnership with Dr. Horace Wells. 
Dr. Wells was present at an acci- 
dent in which.a jar of nitrous oxide 
was broken at a chemical lecture 
and the fumes overcame a spec- 
tator who, in falling down, bruised 
himself severely but felt no pain. 
Acting on this hint, Wells and 
Morton used nitrous oxide (laugh- 
ing gas), but the technique was 
not so well developed then as it is 
now, and its use was abandoned. 

Morton and Wells separated, but. 
Morton kept hunting, hunting, hunt- 
ing, for the magic substance of his 
dreams. He finally came in contact 
with Dr. Charles Jackson, who had 
administered ether to himself, pro- 
ducing insensibility, several years 
before. 

It was in September, 1846, that 
Morton first used ether on a dental 
patient named Eben Frost. To his 
delight the procedure was a suc- 
cess, and this encouraged him to 
demonstrate its value in all forms 
of surgery, the first public admin- 
istration being, as I said, Oct. 16, 
1846.

States another physician, Dr. Craw- 
ford Long of Athens, Ga., had been 
using ether unknown to Dr. Morton

East proceeded to lay down three 
rounds of spades. North naturally 
trumped the third round, and took 
the diamond finesse. He had to 
exhaust all the trumps_in his own 
hand in order to draw out West’s 
three little ones. Ending up in his 
own hand, North played a small 
club toward the queen. East ducked. 
After winning with the queen in 
dummy, North returned to his own 
hand with the ace of clubs, and 
drove out East’s king by playing a 
third round of the suit. East help- 
fully underled the ace of hearts. 
North ducked in dummy, thus los- 
ing a grand total of two hearts, 
one club and two spades. 

By a simple count on the hand, 
North can make his contract. East 
shows up with three spades and 
two diamonds immediately. That 
leaves him with either four clubs 
and four hearts, five hearts and 
three clubs, or with a six-two divi- 
sion in the two suits. Since he 
overcalled North’s opening bid, the 
natural assumption is that he holds 
at least a five-card heart suit. 
Holding the king-doubleton of 
clubs, he would have surely gone 
up when North played a small club 
toward the dummy. Therefore 
North may safely play for a three- 
three split in clubs, and duck the 
second round of the suit. Then he 
can afford to go with the king of 
hearts in dummy, when East re- 
turns a low heart, enter his own 
hand with the ace of clubs, and 
throw away a losing heart on the 
thirteenth club,

| A good many revolutions both in 
'appearance and in science of con- 
'struction have taken place since 
the days when women were spend- 
‘ing all of their spare moments 


'}making lamp shades of pink geor- 


igette and metallic lace. Fabric 
ishades, for example, have passed 
‘completely out of the fashion pic- 
ture and returned again. But few 
' women spend time in making them, 
not only because it is no longer the 
popular pastime, but because the 
new fabric shades have parchment 
linings, which assure better light- 
ing, as well as better appearance. 

The choosing of a lamp has be- 
come a serious business. It is se- 
lected with a definite need in mind 
and a definite place to fill. The 
ideal lamp, of course, serves the 
dual purpose of being both useful 
and ornamental, but many are ac- 
cepted when they accomplish either 
one or the other. A lamp for the hall 
where effect is more important 
than candle power may be artis- 
tically perfect and be absolutely 
worthless for reading purposes, 
while the reading lamp must supply 
light first, and looks second. 

Scientific experiments have been 
conducted during the last few years 
to determine the exact height, the 
exact spread of the shade, the prop- 
er placement of the lamp on the 
table, and other points which as- 
sure the most efficiency. The result 
of this experimentation and the 
promotion of better lighting has re- 
sulted in many different manufac- 
turers producing a certain number 
of lamps which bear the approval 
of the Illuminating Engineering So- 
ciety for scientific perfection.

is a little instrument known as 

the sight-meter which is placed 
on the table and which records the 
foot-candle requirements necessary 
to read without eyestrain at any 
given point. This little meter en- 
ables the home to be perfectly 
lighted if the dweller wishes to go 
to the trouble and expense of fol- 
lowing its directions. 

The addition of the reflector bulb 
in many of the floor and _ table 
lamps is another feature of the 
lamps of today in contrast to those 
of several years ago. The bridge 
lamp or the regulation floor lamp 
may look at first glance very much 
the same as its predecessor of 
last season but close examination 
reveals a reflector section under- 
neath the artistic shade. 

Greater variety of styling also 
enables the person who is seeking 
lamps as Christmas gifts to find a 
type that should fit in any room. 
The extensiveness of the showing 
of floor lamps is illustrative. There 
is the simple reflector type used 
for bridge and for conventional set- 
tings; the novelty shaft designed 
especially for hallways; the regula- 
tion tall floor lamp with large 
shade; the junior floor lamp which

In the design of the lamp you 
can be as conservative or as fan- 
tastic as you please. Shades are 
likely to be of parchment that is 
decorated or covered with fabric, 
or of those new glistening composi- 
tions of which the favorite is clair 
de lune. They may have festoons 
of gold, crystal or wooden beads. 
They may be trimmed with yarn, 
or they may add_ strips of cork, 
metal or padded silk. Bases are 
equally as varied but metal and ala- 
baster seem to recur most often, 

The six lamps sketched are illus- 
trated of the wide range of types 
on display in the St. Louis stores. 
The table lamp at upper left indi- 
cates a trend toward novel mate- 
rials in the construction of fashion- 
able lamps. Cork not only supplies 
for most of the base but the shade. 
There are several touches of crystal 
and metal for contrast. 

The floor lamp shown next has 
a chromium metal shaft that sug- 
gests tubbing and extends to form 
a round base, It is equipped with 
two sockets and a reflector bowl 
under the decorative shade of clair 
de lune. This shade is of the drum 
shape and has a corrugated effect. 

The reading lamp in the panel is 
one of the new ones which was sci- 
entifically constructed to meet the 
approval of the Illuminating Engi- 
neering Society. The base indicates 
the late seventeenth century En- 
glish period of decoration. It is of 
dull antique bronze. The pleated 
silk shade is delicately tinted and 
is applied over a parchment paper 
lining. A braided band of red, 
white and black yarn with gold 
threads trims the top and the bot- 
tom. This lamp, wou will note, 
stands much higher than many of 
the table lamps designed primarily 
for artistic ‘purposes. The circle 
insert shows the reflector provision.

A: 4 years Tommy wanted to 


learn to read. But his mother 

felt that he was too young, and 
sent him to kindergarten to keep 
him occupied. Tommy, however, was 
not to be diverted from his purpose. 
By constant questioning he taught 
himself to read from street signs, 
billboards, and was soon reading 
everything that cume his way. 

Even so. however, his mother 
stuck to her purpose. She gave him 
no books and discouraged all his 
literary curiosity. Tommy continued 
to go to kindergarten and play with 
what his mother considered norma] 
children, who were content to sing 
rhymes and express themselves in 
various forms of free play. 

The child, mentally starved, and 
inwardly chafing, was a trial to the 
whole class. To him the antics of 
the other children were foolish and 
trivial, There seemed so much of 
interest in the world that it was a 
waste of time to devote attention to 
the kindergarten pursuits of the 
babies he was forced to. consort 
with. 

When a child wants to read it is 
time for him to learn, be he never 
So young, and to put him off with 
the excuse that he !s too young is 
not only fruitless but also unkind. 
It is useless to try to divert his in- 
terests and make him conform to 
the level of children of his own age. 
Already he has passed beyond 
them. 

Because he wants to read is no 
reason for supposing that he will 
become a bookworm. He may very 
well be feeling the need for an ex- 
tra means of communication, and if 
properly guided will become more 
rather than less a part of the active 
world about him. For reading need 
not preclude games and sports and 
social contacts. It is merely one 
more tool in the hands of the un- 
usually alert and mature mind of 
the child.
